1. A critical needs road fund is created in the50
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state treasury under the control of the department1

of transportation. The fund shall be separate from2

the general fund of the state and the balance in the3

fund shall not be considered part of the balance of4

the general fund of the state. The fund shall consist5

of moneys appropriated by the general assembly and6

any revenues credited by law to the critical needs7

road fund. The moneys in the fund are not subject8

to section 8.33 and shall not be transferred, used,9

obligated, appropriated, or otherwise encumbered except10

as provided in this section. Notwithstanding section11

12C.7, subsection 2, interest or earnings on moneys12

deposited in the critical needs road fund shall be13

credited to the fund.14

2. Moneys in the critical needs road fund are15

appropriated to the department of transportation to16

be used as directed by the department exclusively for17

the repair and maintenance of roads on the primary or18

secondary road system or the municipal street system,19

including bridges.
